The  Central  Utah  Project  ha*  run 
Into  another  kink  in  It*  course  to¬ 
ward*  completion:  million*  of  addi¬ 
tional  dollar*  are  being  aought  from 
the  Central  Utah  Water  Conaervancy 
District  by  the  Bureau  of  Reclama¬ 
tion  to  help  pay  for  the  project. 

According  to  Kin  Carpenter,  pro¬ 
ject  manager  for  the  Bureau  of  Re¬ 
clamation.  (be  bureau  and  the  conser¬ 
vancy  district  recently  began  negotia¬ 
tions  on  a  contract  that  may  require 
the  district  to  pay  an  additional  1302 
million  for  the  construction  of  the  pro¬ 
ject’s  Bonneville  Unit 

When  the  project  began,  the  coat 
for  completion  was  estimated  to  be 
tt?4  million,  but  delays  and  inflation 
have  raised  that  amount.  The  federal 
government  also  require*  water  us¬ 
er*  to  promise  to  repay  a  greater 
amount  to  finish  the  work. 

The  district  began  work  m  1965  on  a 
system  of  water  resource  develop 
ment  that  would  provide  eritkmlFy 
needed  water  supplies  to  the  Central 
Utah  area. 

The  basic  idea  of  the  plan  -  as  a 
Iran*- basin  diversion  of  water  from 
the  Uintah  Basin  ard  a  portion  of  the 
Colorado  River  Basin  to  the  Bonne¬ 


ville  Basin  in  Central  Utah. 

The  project  includes  six  mam  reser¬ 
voir  units,  with  the  Bonneville  unit 
being  the  largest.  This  complex  unit 
includes  10  new  reservoirs,  the  en¬ 
largement  of  two  existing  reservoirs; 
more  than  140  mile*  of  aqueduct*, 
tunnels  and  canal*,  three  power 
plants;  nine  pumping  plant*,  and  200 
milrs  of  pipe  dram*. 

Further  information  rrira*ed  bv 
the  district  state*  the  project  not  only 
would  provide  much  needed  water 
but  also  about  320  million  kilowatt 
hour*  of  electricity  annually,  enough 
for  a  population  of  lUO.OnO  people.
